In do- 
ing so it would affect unfavorably the 
investments of instrance corporations, 
trust companies, savings: banks and fi- 
sorts. 

* Corporations have recently had their 
income taxes increased 25 .to 12% per 
cent. They are already excessively taxed, 
and are in no position, as a class, to | 
support increased burdens,’’ } 

The Chamber decided to réfewy the re- 
port to the Committee on Finafice and 
Currency, headed by Thomas W. Lamont 
because several points involved in the 
analysis were held to come within the 
province_of that committee.
